LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 14.—No 
official connected with the William 
Desmond Taylor murder mystery ts 
willing today to declare that any ac- 
tual progress had been made toward 
its solution. The officers are at 
work and still express determination 
to do their best to find the slayer of 
the film director, but found them- 
selves confronted with “too many 
wild tips,” they say, and too few 
genuine clews. Many of these “‘tips”’ 
live through one edition of a news- 
paper—and disappear. 

The detectives of the Police Des 
partment still declare their belief 
that the case never will be cleared up 
until Edward F. Sands, the missing 
former butler-secretary to Taylor, 
has been discovered. And the Sher- 
iff’s deputies are still firm in their 
contention that Sands had nothing 


to do with the case, 

The air is filled with rumors of

found: that the murderer has not 
been arrested, and that the case is 
unsolved. 

The investigation has reached a 
stage which is described by officials 
directing the inquiry as of “waiting 
for the unexpected.” 

Mabel Normand, screen actress, 
last known person to see Taylor 
alive, said today that the letters she 
had written the director, which 
have been in the possession of the 
District Attorney, have been re- 
turned to her. Miss Normand de- 
clared the contents of the letters 
were oniy trivial and unimportant. 

A Sea Captain’s Story. 

A statement that he met 
armed tramps at Lathrop Junction, 
near Tracy, Cal., last December and 
they notified him that they had been 
hired to go to Los Angeles and kill 
a motion picture director by the 
name of Taylor, was made to 
Captain of Detectives Duncan Math- 
eson today by a man giving the 
name of Charles Carsen, who said he 
was a sea captain sailing out of the 
port of Ban Francisco. Matheson is 
inclined to doubt his story. 

Carsen said he knew one of the 
tramps, whom he called Bill Burns. 
Burns, he said, was wearing a cart- 
ridge belt and holster containing a 
loaded pistol. Later he saw Burns 
and his companion and another man 
wave in a railroad car in the direc- 
tion of Los Angeles. 

Carsen said he was released from 
a Santa Clara (Cal.) hospital a week 
ago and did not know of the murder 
of Willlam Desmond Taylor until 
four days ago. Fear of Burns, he 


said, kept him away from the police 
until today.

White House Statement 
Gives Indication President 
Doubts if It Would Be

HIS ATTITUDE IS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Preet- 
dent Harding is unalterably opposed 
to the enactment of the special taxes 
suggested to finance the soldier bo- 
nus or to the return to taxes which 
have been repealed, it was stated 
officially today at the White House. 

It also was indicated that the ex- 
ecutive was very much in doubt if it 
would be possible to raise the re- 
quired sum to finance the cash fea- 
ture of the bonus under an issue of 
bonds without appreciably advancing 
interest rates and destroying the 
financial tranquillity which is sowght. 

To Annownce Policy in Letter. 

The President, it was said, was 
disposed to be favorable to the bonus 
but his attitude had to be that of 
finding sane and sensible conditions 
for the fulfillment of promises made 
on one hand without disturbing the 
desired return to financial stability. 

It was stated that Mr. Harding's 
attitude on the bonus question would 
be made clear to Congress in a com- 
munication expected to be sent to 
the Senate and House subcommittees 
dealing with. the bonus subject. 
Whether this letter will go forward 
today was not disclosed. 

The position of the President was 
explained at the White House while 
the Senate was in the midst of a 
discussion of the bonus question and 
while Senator King, Democrat, of 
Utah, was charging that Republican 
leaders in Congress had put the 
whole bonus matter up to the Presi- 
dent. 

King Assails Republicans. 

“Not long ago,” said Senator 
King, “the Republicans were de- 
nouncing the Democrats for subser- 
viency to President Wilson. It waa 
charged that we were rubber stamps 
when the President submitted the 
Versailles treaty. We are not rub- 
ber stamps, but heroes now, when 
we are told to stand still until Pres- 
ident Harding acts.” 

The bonus situation, Senator King 
declared, was a “pitiable, pitiful, la- 
mentable spectacle.” He predicted 
that the Republicans would author- 
ize the bonus and order bonds issued 
to meet the cost, while it should be 
met, he said, by taxes. 

“The brave and courageous Re- 
publican majority is afraid to act.” 
he sald. “They'r@ afraid of the 
farmers’ vote, of the business vote, 
and of the soldiers’ vote.”

Want Adjustments Made. 

The committee ako declared fo 
adjustment of “unequal differen 
tials,’ which would result In smal 
increases in various fields. | 

Other recommendations were tha 
all new agreements be based upo 
an elght-hour day under ground 
with time and one-half for overtime 
and double time for “Sundays anc 
holidays; that weekly pay days 
instituted; that the practice of fin 
ing miners for certain breaches 0 
contracts be eliminated, and tf 
the soft coal wage agreement 
made for two years, extending fre 
April 1 next.

Cémmittee Submits Report.

Efforts to Exact Pledges for Manufacture of 
Fertilizers Fails—Tennessee Governor

Twenty years ago the Grand 
American Handieap was a  live- 
bird event. Scores of entrants 
from all over the country assem- 
bled for a saturnalia of slaughter 
that lasted several days. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of pigeons 
were killed; and during each tour- 
ney it fairly snowed feathers. 


One of these events was held in 
St. Louis—one of the closing ones 
of the live-bird days. One did 
not have to be an 8S. P. C. A. fan- 
atic to feel his gorge rise at such 
a “sport.” Against trained marks- 
men, standing with poised barrels 
even the fast-flying birds had 
little chance. Many times the 
birds refused to fly and had to be 
scared up into a feeble flutter, 
which made their deaths a cer- 
tainty. Many actual “kills” did 
not count, when the birds dropped 
dead outside the enclosure: while 
the rare birds that escaped over 
the fence unhurt were nearly all 
brought down by a ring of pot- 
hunters outside, shooting for 
food. | 
Of course the meat of the pigeons 
killed was ealvaged for food, 
so that from this viewpoint the 
game has been justified; but it 
has yet to make good on the plea 
that it is a “sport.” And it never 
will.

Bananas are especially nutritious 
and readily digested is served with 
milk.

It can be served either raw or cooked 
and as a fruit, salad or vegetable 
course.
